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PEEFACE. 



Genesis is the first book of the Pentateuch, or the five-fold 
volume of the Law. The whole Law was originally written on 
one continuous roll of parchment, and was not divided into 
separate books until a comparatively recent period, so 'that the 
book of Genesis must be regarded merely as the first portion 
of a larger and more extended work. The word Genesis is Greek, 
and means generation or production, from the account of the 
origin of the visible creation given at the commencement of the 
book. The Jews call it Bereshith, from, the first two words, 
meaning ' in the beginning.' 

This book was written by Moses, the great general and law- 
giver, who was appointed by God to lead the children of Israel 
out of Egypt and to deliver to them his laws. It is one of the 
most ancient writings, if not the most ancient, extant ; and its 
style is singularly simple and unaffected. Its very difficulties 
are generally caused by its terseness and brevity. The simplicity 
of the narrative and its life-like pictures of Eastern manners are 
strong proofs of its genuineness and truth. 

It relates the religious history of mankind from the Creation 
to the death of Joseph. The main object of the narrative is to 
trace the fortunes of the people whom God had chosen to be his 
own peculiar nation, and it refers to other nations or tribes only 
when coming in contact with them. 

Unity of plan is observable throughout. The book is naturally 
divided into twelve sections of unequal length, consisting of the

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II. The Generations of the Heavens and the Earth.

27-36. Laban requests him to remain. He enters into a new agreement 
regarding the cattle which are to be Jacob's, and the cattle which are to be his. 
Three days' journey placed by Laban between Jacob and himself. 

37-43. Means employed by Jacob under divine direction, whereby his 
cattle increased. Jacob's wealth. 

XXXI. 1, 2. Jacob overhears accusations against himself from Laban's 
sons. He observes Laban's displeasure. 

3-13. The Lord warns Jacob to return to his own country. Jacob sends 
for his wives and tells them. Recounts the way in which he had been deceived 
by Laban. Also the way in which God permitted him to become rich. 

14-16. Eachel and Leah agree to go with him. 

17-21. Jacob departs from Haran with his wives, his sons, and all his 
possessions. Laban goes to the sheep-shearing. Eachel steals her father's 
images. Without Laban's knowledge, Jacob flees towards Mount Gilead. 

22-25. On the third day Laban hears of Jacob's flight. Pursues and over- 
takes him. God warns Laban in a dream not to harm Jacob. Encampment 
of the two parties in the mount of Gilead. 

26-32. Laban reproves Jacob for having gone away stealthily. States 
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that he will do him no harm because God had warned him in a dream. 
Accuses Jacob of having stolen his gods. Jacob excuses himself, saying he was 
afraid. Denies haying stolen the gods. 

33-35. Search for the idols in Jacob's tents. Bachel hides the images 
under the camel's saddle and sits on them. Refuses to rise before her father, 
so the images are not found. * 

36-42. Jacob is angry and complains against Laban. Accuses him of 
hardness in appointing his wages. States how faithful he had been to him, and 
how God had maintained his cause. 

43, 44. Laban answers by stating his affection for his daughters and grand- 
children. Bequests Jacob to enter into a covenant with him. 

45-XXXII. 2. Jacob and Laban enter into a covenant. Jacob sets up a 
stone pillar. A heap of stones raised. A feast is held on it. The heap is 
called by Laban Jegar-sahadutha, and by Jacob Galeed, both meaning ' heap of 
witness.' Laban warns Jacob not to illtreat his daughters, or marry other 
wives. Jacob swears that he will not. He offers a sacrifice. Feast after the 
sacrifice. Laban departs to his own country. Jacob goes on his way. Vision 
of angels. Calls the place Mahanaim. 

(4) Jacob's Return and Meeting with Esau, 

3-5. Jacob sends messengers to his brother Esau in Seir to say that he 
is returning to Canaan. 

6-8. The messengers return and say that Esau is coming to meet him with 
four hundred men. Jacob is afraid at this tidings. Divides his company into 
two bands, that one at least may escape. 

9-12. Jacob prays for deliverance from Esau. 

13-20. Jacob sends a present of cattle to meet Esau. Directs the herds- 
men to put a space between the droves. 

21-23. Jacob's company ford the Jabbok. 

24-32. He is left alone. A man wrestles'with him till break of day. The 
hollow of Jacob's thigh is put out of joint. - Jacob's name is changed into Israel. 
His antagonist refuses to state his own name. He blesses Jacob. Jacob calls 
the name of the place Peniel. Custom of not eating the sinew which shrank. 

XXXIII. 1-7. Esau's approach. Jacob divides his company, putting the 
handmaids and their children first, and Bachel and Joseph last. He advances 
first, and salutes his brother. Esau embraces and kisses him. Jacob's wives 
and children salute Esau in turn. 

8-11. Esau asks what the droves were which he had met. Jacob says 
they were a present, to him. He refuses at first to take them, but afterwards 
consents. 

12-16. Esau offers to escort Jacob. Jacob declines the offer, for fear of 
the children and cattle being overdriven. Esau then offers to give him a guard, 
which also Jacob declines. Esau departs to Seir. 

(e) Jacob at Shechem and the Story of Dinah. 

17-20. Jacob reaches Succoth, and dwells there in sheds. He arrives at 
Shechem. Buys part of afield. Builds an altar, which. V^a <»&& ^.-sktSfca.- 
Israel. 
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XXXIV. 1-5. Dinah, the daughter of Jacob, goes to visit the Canaanite 
women. Shechem, the son of Hamor, seduces her. His love for her. He 
entreats his father to obtain her for him in marriage. Jacob hears of the 
matter, and remains quiet, till his sons, who are absent, return. 

6-12. Negotiation between Hamor and Jacob. Anger of Jacob's sons. 
Hamor enters into negotiation with them also. He begs that a treaty and 
alliances may be made between them and his people. Shechem urges his 
request, and offers a large dowry. 

13-17. Deceit of Jacob's sons. They agree to enter into alliance with the 
Shechemites, on condition of the latter being circumcised. 

18-24. Hamor and Shechem consent. Shechem' s honourable conduct. 
Interview with the leading men of their city. The Shechemites are circumcised. 

25-29. Simeon and Levi with their followers attack the city, and rescue 
Dinah. They spoil the city, and slay the inhabitants. 

30, 31. Jacob rebukes Simeon and Levi. Their indignant reply. 

(/) Jacob's Return to Bethel. 

XXXV. 1-7. God commands Jacob to leave Shechem and go to Bethel. 
Jacob purifies his household. He buries their images and earrings under a 
tree at Shechem. He travels to Luz or Bethel. He builds an altar, which he 
calls El-bethel. 

8. Death of Deborah, Kebekah's nurse. She is buried at Bethel, 

(g) Renewal of the Promise, and Isaac's Death. 

9-15. God appears again unto Jacob. Benewal of the promise. Change 
of Jacob's name confirmed. Jacob sets up a pillar and anoints it with oil. 
Calls the name of the place Bethel. 

16-20. Jacob journeys from Bethel. Birth of Benjamin. Death of 
Rachel at Ephrath or Bethlehem. Jacob places a pillar over her grave. 

21, 22. Jacob journeys to Edar. Reuben's sin with Bilhah. 

22-26. Names of Jacob's sons. 

27-29. Jacob comes to his father Isaac at Mamre. Age of Isaac. Death 
of Isaac. He is buried by his sons, Esau and Jacob.

(a) The Sale of Joseph. 

XXXVII. 1. Jacob dwells in Canaan. 

2-4. Joseph tells his father of the bad conduct of the sons of his hand- 
maids. Jacob's love for Joseph. He gives him a beautiful robe. Joseph's 
brethren hate him. 

5-11. Joseph's dream of the sheaves. His brethren hate him still mora. 
His drfeam of the sun, moon, and eleven stars. His father reproves him. 

12-17. Joseph's brethren at Shechem feeding their father's flock. Jacob 
sends him to inquire after their welfare. Joseph finds them at Dothan. 

18-24. Joseph's brethren plot against him. They agree to kill him and 
cast him into a pit. Reuben saves his life and persuades them to cast him 
into an empty pit. They strip him of his robe and cast him into a pit. 

25-30. Joseph's brethren sit down to eat. A caravan of Ishmeelites from 
Gilead pass by. Judah proposes to sell him to them. Joseph is sold to them 
for twenty pieces of silver and taken to Egypt. Reuben returns and finds him 
gone. Reuben's grief. 

31-36. Joseph's brethren kill a kid, dip his robe into its blood, and send it 
to their father. Jacob, supposing a wild beast has devoured him, mourns for 
him as dead. Jacob refuses to be comforted. Joseph is sold to Potiphar, an 
officer of Pharaoh. 

N.B. Ch. XXXVIII. has purposely beon omitted. 

(b) Joseph in Potiphar* 8 House and cast into Prison. 

XXXIX. 1-6. Joseph in Potiphar's house. The Lobd blesses and 
prospers him. Joseph finds favour with his master. Potiphar. places him 
over the whole household. The Lord blesses Potiphar for Joseph's sake. 

7-10. Joseph is tempted by his master's wife. His fear of God and 
steadfast refusal. His holy chastity. 

11-18. Finding him alone in the house, she takes him by his garment. 
He flees at once, leaving the garment in her hand. She accuses him falsely 
to the household. Accuses him to Potiphar. 

19, 20. Potiphar in his anger casts Joseph into prison. 

21-23. The Lord is with Joseph in the prison. His prosperity there. 
The jailor commits everything to his care. 

(c) PharaoKs Chief Cup-bearer and Baker in Prison with Joseph. 

XL. 1-4. Pharaoh's chief cup-bearer and principal baker offend him. 
They are cast into prison. They are placed under Joseph's charge. 

5-8. Both dream in the same night. The dreams make them sad. They 
tell Joseph why they are sad. He asks them to tell him their dreams.

Joseph interprets the dream, and foretells that the chief fcaker 
will be executed in three days. 

20-23. Joseph's interpretation proves true. The cup-bearer is restored 
to favour and the chief baker is hung. The cup-bearer forgets Joseph. 

(d) Interpretation of Pharaoh's Dreams, and Joseph's Advancement, 

XLI. 1-7. Lapse of two years. The two dreams of Pharaoh, king of 
Egypt The seven fat and the seven thin kine. The thin cattle devour 
the fat. The stalk of corn with seven good ears and seven bad ears. The 
poor ears devour the good. 

8. The dreams trouble Pharaoh. He summons his councillors and the 
magicians, but they cannot interpret tho dreams. 

0-13. Tho chief cup-bearer remembers Joseph. Tells Pharaoh how 
Joseph rightly interpreted his dream and the chief baker's. 

14-16. Pharaoh sends for Joseph. Joseph is brought to him quickly. 
Ho tells Joseph he has heard that he can interpret dreams. Joseph refers his 
power to God. 

17-24. Pharaoh relates his dreams to Joseph. 
' 25-30. Joseph interprets the dreams. Seven years of plenty predicted, 
to 1>o followed by seven years of famine. Certainty of the event. Joseph 
counsels Pharaoh to collect and store food during the years of plenty. 

37-40. Pharaoh considers his advice good. Promotes Joseph to be the 
ruler in the kingdom next to himself. Puts his ring on Joseph's finger, and 
clothes him in royal apparel. Joseph's name changed into Zaphnath-paaneah. 
His marriage with Asenath. His age. Joseph's progress through Egypt. 

(e) Joseph's Administration in Egypt. 

47-40. The seven years of plenty. Joseph stores corn in the principal cities. 

50-52. Birth of Joseph's two sons, Manasseh and Ephraim. 

53-57. End of the seven years of plenty, and beginning of the famine. 
The people of Egypt famish. They cry to Pharaoh for food. Pharaoh refers 
them to Joseph. Joseph sells them food from the storehouses. People come 
from other countries to buy corn in Egypt. 

(/) The Story of Joseph's Brethren going to Egypt for Food. 

XIH. 1-4. Jacob sends ten of his sons to Egypt for corn. He keeps 
Benjamin. 

5-17. Joseph's brethren appear before him, and bow before him to the 
ground. He speaks harshly to them, accuses them of being spies. Threatens 
to keep the others in prison while one should fetch Benjamin. Puts them in 
ward for three days. 

18-24. On the third day he promises to release all but one if they go 
for Benjamin. They accuse themselves to one another. Reuben reminds 
them how he had tried to save Joseph. Joseph retires to weep. He returns 
to them. Simeon is bound. 

25-28. Joseph orders their money to be restored and placed in their sacks. 
They return to Canaan. One of them finds his money in his sack. Their 
hearts fail them for fear. 
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29-34. They return to Jacob and tell him all that befell them. They tell 
him of Simeon being kept and Joseph's requiring Benjamin. 

35-38. Each man's money found in his sack. Their fright at finding it. 
Jacob's grief for the loss of his sons. Reuben offers his own children's lives as 
security for Benjamin. Jacob refuses to send Benjamin. 

XL1II. 1-7. The famine increases in Canaan. Their corn being finished, 
Jacob tells his sons to go to Egypt for more. Judah says that they will not 
go, unless Benjamin is sent with them. Jacob asks why they told the ruler of 
Egypt that they had a brother. They reply that he particularly asked them to 
tell him, and they could not know he would direct them to bring their brother 
into Egypt. 

8-10. Judah promises to be surety for Benjamin's life, if Jacob would 
entrust him to his care. He shows that, if Jacob had consented at first, they 
might have gone and returned by this time. 

11-14. Jacob consents to send Benjamin. Tells them to take the ruler of 
Egypt a present of the fruits of the land, and money in their hand again with 
the money which had been returned. His resignation. 

15-17. The sons of Jacob take the present and go with Benjamin to 
Egypt. They stand before Joseph. When Joseph sees Benjamin, he tells his 
steward to bring them into his house and make a feast for them. 

18-25. They are afraid when they are brought into Joseph's house, 
because their money had been returned. They speak to Joseph's steward and 
tell him that they did not know how their money had been put into their sacks, 
and that they had brought it again. The steward says that he had put it 
into their sacks. He restores Simeon to them. He brings them into Joseph's 
house and gives them water to wash their feet. They make their present 
ready for Joseph. 

26-30. When Joseph returns home, they give him their present and 
prostrate themselves before him. He inquires after his father. They reply 
that Jacob is well, and prostrate themselves again. Joseph meets Benjamin 
and speaks to him. He leaves them and enters his own chamber to weep 
alone. 

31-34. He returns and orders the feast to be served. Joseph, his ' 
brethren, and the Egyptians eat separately. (Egyptian abhorrence of eating 
with the Hebrews, because they were foreigners.) Joseph's brethren sit in 
order of their birth. Joseph sends food to them. Benjamin's portion is five 
times larger than any of the others. Happiness and mirth of Joseph and his 
brethren. 

XLIV. 1, 2. Joseph orders his steward to fill his brethren's sacks with 
food and to replace their money. His silver cup is to be put into Benjamin's 
sack. The steward does as he is told. 

3-13. Early next morning Joseph's brethren depart. Joseph tells his 
steward to follow them, and ask them why they had stolen his cup. The steward 
overtakes them and accuses them of theft. They excuse themselves and 
say that the one with whom the cup should be found on search should be 
put to death, and the others be Joseph's slaves. The steward. ^^»r»« "©b» 
cup found in Benjamin's sack. They return to \\i& c\\tj. 

14-17. Arrival at Joseph's house. Joseph. vftrobsA >&&m. "Va&fcW^ 
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ingfor the. others, excuses them and declares that they are Joseph's slaves. 
He tells them all to go except Benjamin. 

18-34. Judah entreats . Joseph to let him speak. He states in a few 
touching words how they had brought Benjamin to Egypt, entirely at Joseph's 
request and against their father's wish. He mentions Joseph's death and the 
love of their father for this child of his old age. He shows how Jacob would 
die if Benjamin did not return, .and offers to remain as Joseph's slave in 
Benjamin's stead, if Joseph will release him. 

XLV. 1-3. Joseph orders all his attendants to depart. He makes himself 
known to his brethren. He weeps so loudly that those in Pharaoh's palace 
hear. His brethren are afraid. 

4-1 5. Joseph invites them to draw near. He soothes them and assures them 
that he is Joseph. He shows them that God had sent him before them into 
Egypt. Tells them that there are still to be five years more of famine. Tells 
them to return to their father, and invite him to come and dwell in Goshen 
with all his household. He falls on Benjamin's neck and weeps*. Benjamin 
also weeps for joy. He kisses all his brethren, who talk to him and are 
reassured. 

16-20. Pharaoh is pleased on hearing that Joseph's brethren had come. 
He tells Joseph to summon his father to Egypt. 

21-24. Joseph gives them carts and provisions as Pharaoh had directed. 
Gives them changes of raiment. Five changes given to Benjamin. Sends a 
present to his father. His brethren depart unto Canaan. 

25-28. They come to their father, and tell him that Joseph is alive and 
governor over all the land of Egypt. Jacob at first believes them not. They 
tell him what Joseph had said. Seeing the carts, he believes and expresses 
his joy. 

(g) The Descent into Egypt. 

XL VI. 1-7. Jacob goes to Beersheba and offers sacrifice. God speaks to 
him in a vision, and tells him to go to Egypt without fear, because He will 
make him a great nation there. God promises to permit his descendants to 
return to Canaan. Jacob and his whole household go down into Egypt. • 

(h) The Number of Jacob's Family and their Settlement in Egypt. 

8-27. Names and number of Jacob's family who went into Egypt. 

28-34. Judah precedes Jacob into Egypt. The children of Israel enter 
the land of Goshen. Meeting of Jacob and Joseph. Jacob expresses his joy. 
Joseph proposes to tell Pharaoh of their arrival, and that they are shepherds. 
Instructs them to say that they are shepherds in order that they may be per- 
mitted to dwell in Goshen, because shepherds are hateful to the Egyptians. 

XLVII. 1-6. Joseph tells Pharaoh of his father and brethren's arrival and 
of their being in Goshen. Presents five of his brethren to Pharaoh. Pharaoh 
asks them what their employment is. They reply that they are shepherds, 
and had come to stay in Egypt because the pasture was withered in Canaan. 
They ask that they may dwell in Goshen. Pharaoh permits them to dwell 
there, and tells Joseph to choose some of them to tend his cattle. 

7-10. Jacob's interview with Pharaoh. He blesses Pharaoh, who asks him- 
his age. His reply. He blesses Pharaoh again, and departs from his presence. 
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11, 12. Joseph places his father and brethren in the land of Barneses or 
Goshen, as Pharaoh had commanded. He maintains them and their households. 

(t) Progress of the Famine and Joseph* 8 Policy. 

13-17. The famine is very great in Egypt and in Canaan. Joseph stores 
up the money with which the people bought food, and places it in Pharaoh's 
treasury. On their money failing, the people buy food with their cattle. 

18-27. Next year their money and cattle being spent, they offer themselves 
and their land. Joseph buys all the land for Pharaoh, except that belonging 
to the priests. The reason their land was exempted was, because Pharaoh him- 
self gave them food. Joseph gives the people seed, and determines that they 
shall pay a fifth of the increase as revenue to the king. The people approve. 
The same is made a law in Egypt. The children of Israel dwell in Goshen and 
increase exceedingly in numbers and in wealth. 

(f) Jacob' 8 Illness, 

28-31. Jacob lives seventeen years in Egypt. Jacob's age. As the time 
of his death draws near, he sends for Joseph and requests him to swear that he 
will bury him with his fathers in Canaan. Joseph takes the oath, as requested. 
Jacob worships God. 

XLVIII. 1-7. Joseph is told that his father is ill. He visits Jacob with 
his two sons. Jacob raises himself on his bed, when he hears that Joseph is 
coming. He tells Joseph how God had blessed him at Bethel, and promised 
to give him the land of Canaan for a possession. He adopts Joseph's sons as 
his own. He recollects how his beloved Eachel died near Ephrath and was 
buried there. 

8-16. Jacob's eyes being dim, he asks who Ephraim and Manasseh are. 
They are brought near at his request. He kisses and embraces them. Jacob 
expresses his joy at seeing not only Joseph but his children. Joseph and they 
bow before Jacob. Ephraim, the younger, is placed before Jacob's left hand, 
and Manasseh, the elder, before his right. Jacob crosses his hands and blesses 
them. 

17-20. Joseph is displeased at Jacob placing his right hand on Ephraim's 
head, and tries to remove it, telling him that is the elder. Jacob says he knows 
this is Manasseh, and keeps his hands as they are. He places the younger above 
the elder. 

21, 22. Jacob foretells that Joseph's descendants shall return to Canaan. 
One portion more than his brethren's given to him. 

(k) Jacob's Benediction of his Sons. 

XLIX. 1, 2. Jacob bids his sons gather themselves around him to receive 
his dying blessing. 

3, 4. The blessing on Reuben. He will not have the pre-eminence, because 
of his sin against his father. 

5-7. Simeon and Levi are reproved for what they had done. Jacob con- 
demns their cruelty. They are to be scattered in Israel. 

8-12. The blessing on Judah. He is to be praised Vj \&% "VstriQocwsa^-As* 
have the pre-eminence in Israel. His eminence Va. -Tctrc. T^a wys^cta'-v^^**^** 
depart from him till Shiloh come. The fettWVfcy <ft\a» \ercta>TS» 
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13-15. The blessing on Zebulon and Issachar. 
16-17. Dan to have judicial authority in Israel. 
18. Jacob's prayer. 

10-21. The blessing on Gad, Asher, and Naphthali. 
22-26. The blessing on Joseph. Allusions to his trials and deliverance. 
The strength and fertility and pre-eminence of his tribes. 
27. The blessing on Benjamin. 

(I) Jacob's Death and Burial. 

.28-82. Jacob finishes his dying blessing. He entreats his sons to bury 
him in the cave of Machpelah, where Abraham and Sarah, Isaac and Kebekah, 
and Leah were- buried. He reminds them that the cave had been purchased 
from the sons of Heth. Death of Jacob. 

L. 1-6. Joseph's sorrow for his father's death. Jacob's body is embalmed. 
Tho mourning for Jacob. Joseph obtains leave from Pharaoh to go into 
Canaan and bury his father. 

7-14. Burial of Jacob. Joseph and his brethren are accompanied by the 
elders of Egypt. A large retinue follow. Mourning at the threshing floor of 
Atad. The Canaanites call the place Abel-mizraim, or * the mourning of the 
Egyptians.' Jacob is buried, as he requested, in the cave of Machpelah. 
Joseph and those who accompany him return to Egypt. 

15-21. After their fathers death, Joseph's brethren are afraid that he 
will do them evil. They send a messenger to ask him to forg.ve them, becauso 
their father had told them to do so. Joseph is giieved hI .nis. His brethren 
themselves go and entreat him. Joseph cheers and comforts them, by assur- 
ing them that God had turned their evil into good. He promises to protect 
them and their families. 

(m) Joseph's Death and Faith. 

22-23. Joseph dwells in Egypt. His age. Joseph sees the children of 
Ephraim to the third generation. 

24-26. Joseph sends for his brethren, and warns them that he is about 
to die, but maintains his belief that God will visit them and bring them back 
to the land of promise. He makes the children of Israel swear that they will 
carry his bones with them. He dies, and his body is embalmed*

J3 And every living substance was destroyed which 
was upon the face of the ground, both man and cattle, and the 
creeping things, and the fowl of the heaven ; and they were de- 
stroyed from the earth ; and Noah only remained alive, and they 
that were with him in the ark. S4 And the waters prevailed upon 
the earth an hundred and fifty days.

M And the children of °* Sneriu 
Aram ; Uz, and Hul, and Gether, and Mash. s4 And Arphaxad 
begat Salah ; and Salah begat Eber. ^And unto Eber were born 
two sons: the name of one was Peleg; for in his days was the 
earth divided; and his brother's name was Joktan. ,6 And 
Joktan begat Almodad, and Sheleph, and Hazarmaveth, and 
Jerah, ^and Hadoram, and Uzal, and Diklah, 28 and Obal, and 
arid Abimael, and Sheba, "and Ophir, and Havilah, and Jobab : 
all these were the sons of Joktan. *°And their dwelling was from 
Mesha, as thou goest unto Sephar a mount of the east. ai These 
are the sons of Shem, after their families, after their tongues, in 
their lands, after their nations.

14 And Salah lived thirty years, and 
begat Eber: 15 and Salah lived after he begat Eber four hundred 
and three years, and begat sons and daughters. 16 And Eber, 
lived four and thirty years, and begat Peleg: 17 and Eber lived 
after he begat Peleg four hundred and thirty years, and begat, 
sons and daughters. 18 And Peleg lived thirty years, and begat. 
Ren : 19 and Peleg lived after he begat Reu two hundred and nine 
years, and begat sons and daughters, 20 And Reu lived two and 
thirty years, and begat Serug: 81 and Reu lived after he begat 
Serug two hundred and seven years, and begat sons and daughters. 
22 And Serug lived thirty years, and begat Nahor: 23 and Serug 
lived after he begat Nahor two hundred years, and begat sons 
and daughters. 24 And Nahor lived nine and twenty years, and 
begat Terah : 28 and Nahor lived after he begat Terah an hundred 
and nineteen years, and begat sons and daughters. 26 And Terah 
lived seventy years, and begat Abram, Nahor, and Haran.

27 Now these are the generations of Terah: Terah begat 
Abram, Nahor, and Haran ; and Haran begat Lot. 2S And Haran 
i> e8cen aa n ta died before his father Terah in the land of his nativity,, 
of Terah. ^ xj r of the Chaldees. 29 And Abram and Nahor took 
them wives : the name of Abram's wife was Sarai : and the name 
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of Nahor's wife, Milcah, the daughter of Haran, the father of 
Milcah, and the father of Iscah. 30 But Sarai was barren ; she 
had no child. 31 And Terah took Abram his son, and Lot the 
son of Haran his son's son, and Sarai his daughter in law, his 
son Abram's wife ; and they went forth with them from Ur of 
the Chaldees, to go into the land of Canaan ; and they came unto 
Haran, and dwelt there. 32 And the days of Terah were two 
hundred and five/years : and Terah died in Haran. 

XII. NOW the Lord had said unto Abram, Get thee out of 
thy country, and from thy kindred, and from thy father's house, 
unto a land that I will shew thee ; 2 and I will make of q^^ 
thee a great nation, and I will bless thee, and make thy Abrwn - 
name great, and thou shalt be a blessing : 3 and I will bless them 
that bless thee, and curse him that curseth thee : and in thee 
shall all families of the earth be blessed. 

4 So Abram departed, as the Lord had spoken unto him; 
and Lot went with him ; and Abram was seventy and five years 
old when he departed out of Haran. 5 And Abram took Abram's 
Sarai his wife, and Lot his brother's son, and all their for c 



substance that they had gathered, and the souls that they had 
gotten in Haran ; and they went forth to go into the land of 
Canaan ; and into the land of Canaan they came. 

6 And Abram passed through the land unto the place of 
Sichem, unto the plain of Moreh. And the Canaanite was then 
in the land. 7 And the Lord appeared unto Abram, His journey 
and said, Unto thy seed will I give this land: and there Canaan, 
builded he an altar unto the Lord, who appeared unto him. 8 And 
he removed from thence unto a mountain on the east of Beth-el, 
and pitched his tent, having Beth-el on the west, and Hai on the 
east : and there he builded an altar unto the Lord, and called 
upon the name of the Lord. 9 And Abram journeyed, going on 
still towards the south.

14 And it came to pass, that, when Abram was come into 
Egypt, the Egyptians beheld the woman that she was very fair. 
Deceit 16 The princes also of Pharaoh saw her, and commended 

his wife. her before Pharaoh : and the woman was taken into 
Pharaoh's house. 16 And he entreated Abram well for her sake : 
and he had sheep, and oxen, and he asses, and menservants, and 
maidservants, and she asses, and camels. 17 And the Lord 
plagued Pharaoh and his house with great plagues because of 
Sarai Abram's wife. 18 And Pharaoh called Abram, and said, 
What is this that thou hast done unto me ? why didst thou not 
tell me that she was thy wife ? 19 why saidst thou, She is my 
sister ? so I might have taken her to me to wife : now therefore, 
behold thy wife, take her, and go thy way. 20 And Pharaoh 
commanded his men concerning him : and they sent him away, 
and his wife, and all that he had. 

XIII. And Abram went up out of Egypt, he, and his wife, 
and all that he had, and Lot with him, into the south. 2 And 
Return from Abram was very rich in cattle, in silver, and in gold. 
Egypt. 3 And he went on his journeys from the south even to 

Beth-el, unto the place where his tent had been at the beginning, 
between Beth-el and Hai ; 4 unto the place of the altar, which 
he had made there at the first : and there Abram called on the 
name of the Lord. 

6 And Lot also, which went with Abram, had flocks, and 
herds, and tents. 6 And the land was not able to bear them, that 
Quarrels of they might dwell together : for their substance was 

theherdmen. gre& ^ go that they CQuld not dweU toget b er . 'And 

there was a strife between the herdmen of Abram's cattle, and 
the herdmen of Lot's cattle : and the Canaanite and the Perizzite 
dwelled then in the land. 8 And Abram said unto Lot, Let there 
be no strife, I pray thee, between me and thee, and between my 
herdmen and thy herdmen ; for we be brethren. 9 Is not the 
whole land before thee ? separate thyself, I pray thee, from rae : 
if thou wilt take the left hand, then I will go to the right ; or if 
thou depart to the right hand, then I will go to the left. 

10 And Lot. lifted up his eyes, and beheld all the plain of 
Jordan, that it was well watered every where, before the Lord 
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destroyed Sodom and Gomorrah, even as the garden of the Lord, 
like the land of Egypt, as thou comest unto Zoar. n Then Lot 
chose him all the plain of Jordan ; and Lot journeyed Di^on 
east : and they separated themselves the one from the ^Sam 1 
other. 12 Abram dwelled in the land of Canaan, and *&***• 
Lot dwelled in the cities of the plain, and pitched his tent toward 
Sodom. 13 But the men of Sodom were wicked and sinners before 
the Lord exceedingly. 

14 And the Lord said unto Abram, after that Lot was separated 
from him, Lift up now thine eyes, and look from the place where 
thou art northward, and southward, and eastward, and Renewal of 
westward : "for all the land which thou seest, to thee **L to 
will I give it, and to thy seed for ever. 16 And I will ^bram. 
make thy see4 as the dust of the earth ; so that if a man can 
number the dust of the earth, then shall thy seed also be num- 
bered. 17 Arise, walk through the land in the length of it and in 
the breadth of it ; for I will give it unto thee. la Then Abram 
removed his tent, and came and dwelt in the plain of Mamre, 
which is in Hebron, and built there an altar unto the Lord. 

XIV. And it came to pass in the days of Amraphel king of 
Shinar, Arioch king of Ellasar, Chedorlaomer king of Elam, and 
Tidal king of nations ; 2 that these made war with Bera war of the 
king of Sodom, and with Birsha king of Gomorrah, king8, 
Shinab king of Admah, and Shemeber king^ of Zeboiim, and 
the king of Bela, which is Zoar. 3 AU these were joined together 
in the vale of Siddim, which is the Salt Sea. 4 Twelve years 
they served Chedorlaomer, and in the thirteenth year they re- 
belled. 5 And in the fourteenth year came Chedorlaomer, and 
the kings that were with him, and smote the Hephaims in 
Ashteroth Karnaim, and the Zuzims in Ham, and the Emims in 
Shaveh Kiriathaim, 6 and the Horites in their Mount Seir, unto 
El-paran, which is by the wilderness. 7 And they returned, and 
came to En-mishpat, which is Kadesh, and smote all the country 
of the Amalekites, and also the Amorites, that dwelt in Hazezon- 
tamar. 

8 And there went out the king of Sodom, and the king of 
Gomorrah, and the king of Admah, and the king of Zeboiim, 
and the king of Bela (the same is Zoar ;) and they Battle of 
joined battle with them in the vale of Siddim ; 9 with captare cS* 
Chedorlaomer the king of Elam, and with T\da\ "Nsim^^**" 
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of nations, and Amraphel king of Shinar, and Arioch king of 
Ellasar ; fonr kings with five. 10 And jbhe vale of Siddim was full 
of slimepits ; and the kings of Sodom and Gomorrah fled, and 
fell there ; and they that remained fled to the mountain. u And 
they took all the goods of Sodom and Gomorrah, and all their 
victuals, and went their way. 12 And they took Lot, Abram's 
brother's son, who dwelt in Sodom, and his goods, and departed. 

13 And there came one that had escaped, and told Abram the 
Hebrew ; for he dwelt in the plain of Mamre the Amorite, 
Rescue of brother of Eshcol, and brother of Aner : and these were 
Abram. confederate with Abram. u And when Abram heard 
that his brother was taken captive, he armed his trained 'servants, 
born in his own house, three hundred and eighteen, and pursued 
them unto Dan. 15 And he divided himself against them, he and 
his servants, by night, and smote them, and pursued them unto 
Hobah, which is on the left hand of Damascus. 16 And he brought 
back all the goods, and also brought again his brother Lot, and 
his goods, and the women also, and the people. 

17 And the king of Sodom went out to meet him after his 
return from the slaughter of Ghedorlaomer, and of the kings 
Meicbizedek that were with him, at the valley of Shaveh, which is 
Kease/ 11 the king's dale. 18 And Melchizedek king of Salem 
Abram. brought forth bread and wine : and he was the priest 
of the most high God. 19 And he blessed him, and said, Blessed 
be Abram of the most high God, possessor of heaven and earth : 
20 and blessed be the most high God, which hath delivered thine 
enemies into thy hand. And he gave him tithes of all. 

21 And the king of Sodom said unto Abram, Give me the 
persons, and take the goods to thyself. S9 And Abram said to 
^J™^ 8 " the king of Sodom, I have lift up mine hand unto the 
spoil. Lord, the most high God, the possessor of heaven and 

earth, ^that I will not take from a thread even to a shoelatchet, 
and that I will not take anything that is thine, lest thou shouldest 
say, I have made Abram rich : 24 save only that which the young 
men have eaten, and the portion of the men which went with 
me, Aner, Eshcol, and Mamre ; let them take their portion. 

XV. After these things the word of the Lord came unto 
Abram in a vision, saying, Fear not, Abram : I am thy shield, 
JkjJJ^* 1 and thy exceeding great reward. *And Abram said, 
promise. Lord God, what wilt thou give me, seeing I go child- 
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less, and the steward of my house is this Eliezer of Damascus ? 
3 And Abram said, Behold, to me thou hast given no seed : and, 
lo, one born in my house is mine heir. 4 And, behold, the word 
of the Lord came unto him, saying, This shall not be thine heir ; 
but he that shall come forth out of thine own bowels shall be 
thine heir. 6 And he brought him forth abroad, and said, Look 
now toward heaven, and tell the stars, if thou be able to number 
them : and he said unto him, So shall thy seed be. 6 And he 
believed in the Lord ; and he counted it to him for righteous- 
ness. 

7 And he said unto him, I am the Lord that brought thee out 
of Ur of the Chaldees, to give thee this land to inherit it. 8 And 
he said, Lord God ; whereby shall I know that I shall The sign of 
inherit it ? 9 And he said unto him, Take me an heifer *• P romiae - 
of three years old, and a she goat of three years old, and a ram 
of three years old, and a turtledove, and a young pigeon. ! *And 
he took unto him all these, and divided them in the midst,, and 
laid each piece one against another : bnt the birds divided he 
not. n And when the fowls came down upon the carcases, Abram 
drove them away. 

12 And when the sun was going down, a deep sleep fell upon 
Abram; and, lo, an horror of great darkness fell upon him. 
l3 And he said unto Abram, Know of a surety that thy Vision and 
seed shall be a stranger in a land that is not their' s, the future. 
and shall serve them ; and they shall afflict them four hundred 
years; 14 and also that nation, whom they shall serve, will I 
judge : and afterward shall they come out with great substance. 
15 And thou shalt go to thy fathers in peace ; thou shalt be buried 
in a good old age. 16 But in the fourth generation they shall 
come hither again : for the iniquity of the Amorites i» not yet 
full. 17 And it came to pass, that, when the sun went down, and 
it was dark, behold a smoking furnace, and a burning lamp that 
passed between those pieces. 

18 In the same day the Lord made a covenant with Abram, 
saying, Unto thy seed have I given this land, from the river of 
Egypt unto the great river, the river Euphrates : 19 the The cove- 
Kenites, and fche Kenizzites, and the Kadmonites, 20 and nant * 
the Hittites, and the Perizzites, and the Rephaims, 21 and the 
Amorites, and the Ganaanites, and the Girgashites, and the 
Jebu sites. 
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XVI. Now Sarai Abram's wife bare him no children : and 
she had an handmaid, an Egyptian, whose name was Hagar. 
Hagar given 2 And Sarai said nnto Abram, Behold, now, the Lord 
to Abram. h&jfa restrained me from bearing : I pray thee, go in 
nnto my maid ; it may be that I may obtain children by her. 
And Abram hearkened to the voice of Sarai. 3 And Sarai Abram's 
wife took Hagar her maid the Egyptian, after Abram had dwelt 
ten years in the land of Canaan, and gave her to her hnsband 
Abram to be his wife. 4 And he went in nnto Hagar, and she 
conceived: and when she saw that she had conceived, her 
mistress was despised in her eyes.

And when Sarai dealt hardly with her, she fled 
from her face. 

7 And the angel of the Lord found her by a fountain of water 
in the wilderness, by the fountain in the way to Shur. *And he 
Hagar's vi- said, Hagar, Sarai's maid, whence earnest thou ? and 
well. whither wilt thou go? And she said, I flee from the 

face of my mistress Sarai. 9 And the angel of the Lord said unto 
her, Return to thy mistress, and submit thyself under her hands. 
10 And the angel of the Lord said unto her, I will multiply thy 
seed exceedingly, that it shall not be numbered for multitude. 
11 And the angel of the Lord said unto her, Behold, thou art with 
child, and shalt bear a son, and shalt call his name Ishmael ; be- 
cause the Lord hath heard thy affliction. la And he will be a 
wild man ; his hand will be against every man, and every man's 
hand against him ; and he shall dwell in the presence of all his 
brethren. 13 And she called the • name of the Lord that spake 
unto her, Thou God seest me : for she said, Have I also here 
looked after him that seeth me ? 14 Wherefore the well was 
called Beer-lahai-roi ; behold, it is between Kadesh and Bered 

18 And Hagar bare Abram a son: and Abram called his 
son's name, which Hagar bare, Ishmael. 16 And Abram was 
Birth of fourscore and six years old, when Hagar bare Ishmael 
ishmael. to Abram. 

XVII. And when Abram was ninety years old and nine, the 
Lord appeared to Abram, and said unto him, I am the Almighty 
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God ; walk before me, and be thou perfect. *And I will make 
my covenant between me and thee, and will multiply thee ex- 
ceedingly* 3 And Abram fell on his facer and God ^5mwMi t 
talked with him, saying, 4 As for me, behold, my covenant and change 
in with thee, and thou shalt be a father of many nations, name. 
5 Neither shall thy name any more be called Abram, but thy 
name shall be Abraham ; for a father of many nations have I 
made thee. 6 And I will make thee exceeding fruitful, and I will 
make nations of thee, and kings shall come out of thee.

9 And God said unto Abraham, Thou shalt keep my covenant 
therefore, thou, and thy seed after thee in their generations. 
10 This is my covenant, which ye shall keep, between Ordinance o 
me and you and thy seed after thee ; Every man child don. 
among you shall be circumcised. n And ye shall circumcise the 
flesh of your foreskin ; and it shall be a token of the covenant 
betwixt me and you. 12 And he that is eight days old shall bo 
circumcised among you, every man child in your generations, he 
that is born in the house, or bought with money of any stranger, 
which is not of thy seed. 13 He that is born in thy house, and 
he that is bought with thy money, must needs be circumcised : 
and my covenant shall be in your flesh for an everlasting cove- 
nant.

gone to Padan-aram ; 8 and Esau seeing that the daughters of 
Canaan pleased not Isaac his father ; 9 then went Esau unto 
Ishmael, and took unto the wives which he had Mahalath the* 
daughter of Ishmael Abraham's* son, the sister of Nebajoth, to 
be his wife. 

10 AND Jacob went out from Befer-sheba, and went toward 
Haran. "And he lighted upon a certain place, and tarried there 
Jacob's ftU ^ghty because the sun was set ; and he took of the 
dreom * stones of that place, and put them for his pillows, and 

lay down in that place to sleep. 12 And he dreamed, and behold 
a ladder* set up on the* earth, and the top of it reached to heaven :' 
and behold the angels of God ascending and descending on it.

Leah his daughter, and brought her to him ; and he went in 
unto her.

28 And Jacob did so, and fulfilled her week : and he gave him 
Rachel his daughter to wife also. 29 And Laban gave to Rachel 
his, daughter Bilhah his handmaid to be her maid.

Rachel more than Leah, and served with him yet seven other 
years. 

31 And when the Lord saw that Leah was hated, he opened 
her womb : but Rachel was barren. 82 And Leah conceived, and 
bare a son, and she called his name.

16 And he delivered them into the hand of his servants, every drove 
by themselves ; and said unto his servants, Pass over before me, 
and put a space betwixt drove and drove.

and defiled her. 3 And his soul clave unto Dinah the daughter

4 And Shechem spake unto his father Hamor, saying, 
Get me this damsel to wife. "And Jacob heard that he had 
defiled Dinah his daughter: now his sons were with his cattle 
in the field : and Jacob held his peace nntil they were come.

9 And make ye marriages with 
us, and give your daughters unto us, and take our daughters 
unto you. 10 And ye shall dwell with us : and the land shall be 
before you ; dwell and trade ye therein, and get you possessions 
therein. u And Shechem said unto her father and unto her 
brethren, Let me find grace in your eyes, and what ye shall say 
unto me, I will give. 12 Ask me never so much dowry and gift, 
and I will give according as ye shall say unto me : but give me 
the damsel to wife. 

18 And the sons of Jacob answered Shechem and Hamor his 
father deceitfully, and said, because he had defiled Dinah their 
Condition sister : u and they said unto them, We cannot do this

Jacob's sons, thing, to give our sister to one that is uncircumcised ; 
for that were a reproach unto us : 15 but in this will we consent 
unto you: If ye will be as we be, that every male of you be' cir- 
cumcised ; ,6 then will we give our daughters unto you, and we 
will take your daughters to us, and we will dwell with you, and 
we will become one people.

And God Baid unto Jacob, Arise, go up to Beth-el, 
and dwell there : and make there an altar unto God, that ap- 
peared unto thee when thou fleddest from the face of Departure of 
Esau thy brother. 'Then Jacob said unto his house- SBF 
hold, and to all that were with him, Put away the strange gods 
that are among you, and be clean, and change your garments : 
3 and let us arise, and go up to Beth-el ; and I will make there an 
altar unto God, who answered me in the day of my distress, and 
was with me in the way which I went. 4 And they gave unto 
Jacob all the strange gods which were in their hand, and all their 
earrings which were in their ears ; and Jacob hid them under the 
oak which was by Shechem.

Eliphaz the son of Adah the wife of Esau, Eeuel the chiidreo of 
son of Bashemath the wife of Esau. n And the sons of Esau * 
Eliphaz were Teman, Omar, Zepho, and Gatam, and Kenaz. 
12 And Tirana was concubine to Eliphaz Esau's son ; and she bare 
to Eliphaz Amalek : these were the sons of Adah Esau's wife. 13 And 
these are the sons of Reuel ; Nahath, and Zerah, Shammah, and 
Mizzah : these were the sons of Bashemath Esau's wife. 14 And 
these were the sons of Aholibamah, the daughter of Anah the 
daughter of Zibeon, Esau's wife : and she bare to Esau Jeush, 
and Jaalam, and Korah. 

lft These were dukes of the sons of Esau : the sons of Eliphaz 
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the firstborn son of Esau ; duke Teman, duke Omar, duke Zepho, 
Chiefs of duke Kenaz, 16 duke Korah, duke Gatam, and duke 
Bdom ' Amalek : these are the dukes that came of Eliphaz in the 

land of Edom; these were the sons of Adah. 17 And these are 
the sons of Reuel Esau's son ; duke Nahath, duke Zerah, duke 
Shammah, duke Mizzah : these are the dukes that came of Reuel 
in the land of Edom ; these are the sons of Bashemath Esau's 
wife. 18 And these are the sons of Aholibamah Esau's wife;

19 These are the sons of Esau, who is Edom, and these are their

20 These are the sons of Seir the Horite, who inhabited the 
land ; Lotan, and Shobal, and Zibeon, and Anah, 21 and Dishon, 
Children of an <l Ezer, and Dishan: these are the dukes of the 
Seir - Horites, the children of Seir in the land of Edom. 

22 And the children of Lotan were Hori and Hemam ; and Lotan's 
sister was Timna. 23 And the children of Shobal were these; 
Alvan, and Manahath, and Ebal, Shepho, and Onam. M And 
these are the children of Zibeon ; both Ajah, and Anah : this was 
that Anah that found the mules in the wilderness, as he fed the 
asses of Zibeon his father. 25 And the children of Anah were 
these ; Dishon, and Aholibamah the daughter of Anah. 26 And 
these are the' children of Dishon ; Hemdan, and Eshban, and 
Ithran, and Cheran. 27 The children of Ezer are these ; Bilhan, 
and Zaavan, and Akan. 28 The children of Dishan are these ; 
Uz, and Aran. 29 These are the dukes that came of the Horites ; 
duke Lotan, duke Shobal, duke Zibeon, duke Anah, 80 duke 
Dishon, duke Ezer, duke Dishan : these are the dukes that came 
of Hori, among their dukes in the land of Seir. 

81 And these are the kings that reigned in the land of Edom, 
before there reigned any king over the children of Israel. * 2 And 
Kings of Bela the son of Beor reigned in Edom : and the name 
Haom - of his city was Dinhabah. 83 And Bela died, and Jobab 

the son of Zerah of Bozrah reigned in his stead. 84 And Jobab 
died, and Husham of the land of Temani reigned in his stead. 
85 And Husham died, and Hadad the son of Bedad, who smote 
Midian in the field of Moab, reigned in his stead : and the name 
of his city was Avith. 86 And Hadad died, and Samlah of 
Masrekah reigned in his stead. 87 And Samlah died, and Saul 
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of Rehoboth by the river reigned in his stead. 38 And Sanl 
died, and Baal-hanan the son of Achbor reigned in his stead. 
39 And Baal-hanan the son of Achbor died, and Hadar reigned in 
his stead : and the name of his city was Pan ; and his wife's 
name was Mehetabel, the daughter of Matred, the daughter of 
Mezahab.

Joseph, being seventeen 
years old, was feeding the flock with his brethren ; and the lad 
was with the sons of Bilhah, and with the sons of Jacob's km> 
Zilpah, his father's wives : and Joseph brought unto for Jose P h - 
his father their evil report. 3 Now Israel loved Joseph more than 
all his children, because he was the son of his old age : and he 
made him a coat of many colours. 4 And when his brethren saw 
that their father loved him more than all his brethren, they hated 
him, and could not speak peaceably unto him. 

'And Joseph dreamed a dream, and he told it his brethren : 
and they hated him yet the more. 6 And he said unto them, 
Hear, I pray you, this dream which I have dreamed : Joseph's 
7 for, behold, we were binding sheaves in the field, and, two dream8> 
lo, my sheaf arose, and also stood upright ; and, behold, your 
sheaves stood round about, and made obeisance to my sheaf. 
8 And his brethren said to him, Shalt thou indeed reign over us ? 
or shalt thou indeed have dominion over us ? And they hated 
him yet the more for his dreams, and for his words. 9 And he 
dreamed yet another dream, and told it his brethren, and said, 
Behold, I have dreamed a dream more ; and, behold, the sun and 
the moon and the eleven stars made obeisance to me.

16 And a certain man found him, and, behold, he was wandering 
in the field : and the man asked him, saying, What seekest thou ? 
16 And he said, I seek my brethren : tell me, I pray thee, where 
they feed their flocks. 17 And the man said, They are departed 
hence ; for I heard them say, Let us go to Dothan. And Joseph 
went after his brethren, and found them in Dothan. 

18 And when they saw him afar off, even before he came near 
unto them, they conspired against him to slay him. l9 And they 
His brethren $%{& one to another, Behold, this dreamer cometh. 

cast him 7 

into a pit. 20 Come now therefore, and let us slay him, and cast 
him into some pit, and we will say, Some evil beast hath de- 
voured him : and we shall see what will become of his dreams. 
21 And Reuben heard it, and he delivered him out of their hands; 
and said, Let us not kill him. 22 And Reuben said unto them, 
Shed no blood, but cast him into this pit that is in the wilderness, 
and lay no hand upon him ; that he might rid him out of their 
hands, to deliver him to his father again. 23 And it came to pass, 
when Joseph was come unto his brethren, that they stript Joseph 
out of his coat, his coat of mcmy colours that was on him ; ^and 
they took him, and cast him into a pit : and the pit was empty, 
there was no water in it. 

26 And they sajb down to eat bread: and they lifted up their 
eyes and looked, and, behold, a company of Ishmeelites came 
Joseph sold fr° m Gilead with their camels bearing spicery and balm 
to a ~ m - and myrrh, going to carry it down to Egypt. 26 And 
ishmeelites. Jndah said unto his brethren, What profit is it if 
we slay our brother, and conceal his blood ? 27 0ome, and let 
us sell him to the Ishmeelites, and let not our hand be upon 
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him ; for he is our brother and our flesh. And his brethren were 
content. 28 Then there passed by Midianites merchantmen ; and 
they drew and lifted up Joseph out of the pit, and sold Joseph to 
the Ishmeelites for twenty pieces of silver: and they brought 
Joseph into Egypt. 29 And Reuben returned unto the pit; and, 
behold, Joseph was not in the pit ; and he rent his clothes. 80 And 
he returned unto his brethren, and said, The child is not ; and I, 
whither shall I go ? 

81 And they took Joseph's coat, and killed a kid of the goats,

"ife* he hath committed all that he hath to my hand ; 9 there 

i* none greater in this house than I ; neither hath he kept back 
any thing from me but thee, because thou art his wife : how then 
can I do this great wickedness, and sin against God ? 10 And it 
came to pass, as she spake to Joseph day by day, that he 
hearkened not unto her, to lie by her, or to be with her. 

11 And it came to pass about this time, that Joseph went into 
the house to do his business ; and there was none of the men of 
She accuses the house there within. 12 And she caught him by his 
him falsely, garment, saying, Lie with me : and he left his garment 
in her hand, and fled, and got him out. 13 And it came to pass, 
when she saw that he had left his garment in her hand, and was

We have dreamed a dream, and there is no interpreter of it. 
And Joseph said unto them, Do not interpretations belong to

9 And the chief butler told his dream to Joseph, and said to 
Jiim, In my dream, behold a vine was before me ; 10 and in the 
vine were three branches : and it was as though it Bream of 
budded, and her blossoms shot forth ; and the clusters cup-bearn-. 
thereof brought forth ripe grapes : 1 1 and Pharaoh's cup was in my> 
hand: and I took the grapes, and pressed them into Pharaoh's 
cup, and I gave the cup into Pharaoh^ hand.

NOTES. 
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1. 1 . The book of Genesis, as well as the collected volume of Scripture, 
commences with the great fact that the one true God created the heaven and 
the earth. This is the keynote of the whole Bible. There is one God, and all 
things were created by Him and belong to Him. — Col. i. 16. 

In the beginning,'] Compare the commencement of the Gospel according 
to St. John. 

2. Without form and void.] These words express utter desolation. They 
are used in Jer. iv. 23, to describe the condition of a wasted country. 

Moved.] 'Fluttered,' ' hovered over,' 'brooded/ The same word is used 
in Deut. xxxii. 11, to represent an eagle hovering over its young to protect 
them. 

3. Longinus, a Greek writer, in his treatise ' On the Sublime,' mentions 
this verse as an instance of exquisite sublimity. 

5. And the evening and the morning were the" first day.] Literally trans- 
lated this passage would be, ' It was evening and it was morning — one day/ 
The Jews reckon their days from sunset to sunset. 

Observe that the work of each day begins with the phrase ' And God said,' 
and ends with the refrain ' And the evening and the morning were/ 

6. A firmament.] Properly, ' an expanse/ 

14. Lights.] Eather, ' light bearers ' or 'luminaries/ Light had been 

previously created or made to appear, and the heavenly bodies were designed 

'to reflect and transmit the light. The word used here is different from that 

employed in the third verse, and is used for a ' lamp ' or ' candelabrum ' in 

Ex. xxv. 6 and Num. iv. 9. 

20. Let the waters bring forth abundantly the moving creature.] In the 
original the verb here rendered ' bring forth abundantly,' and the following 
substantive rendered 'the moving creature/ are alike, a peculiarity which 
cannot be retained in English.

22. Great whales.] Or rather, ' gce&t aea, mTOitatA' «t -TOfc«f*s&s&a&fc% 
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24. Creeping thing.'] The word used here is different from that used in 
verse 20 for * moving,' or * creeping creature,' as in the margins of the Autho- 
rized Version. It means land, in opposition to amphibious, reptiles, such as 
lizards,- serpents, and crawling insects. 

II. 1. Finished.'] ' Completed/ ' ended,' * perfected,' the word signifying a 
gradual process of completion. 

2. The Fourth Commandment refers back to this verse, which is quoted 
in Heb. iv. 4. 

4. The generations of the heavens and of the earth."] The word * genera- 
tions ' means not only the posterity of any one, but the narrative, history, or 
annals regarding him. It is the opening formula with which the different 
portions of this book commence. . 

The word Lobd, which here first occurs, is always used in our Bibles 
instead of the sacred name * Jehovah.' 

5, 6. A better and plainer rendering of these verses would be : — ' Now no 
plant of the field was yet in the earth, and no herb of the field had yet 
sprouted forth ; for the Lobd God had not caused it to rain upon the earth, 
and there was not a man to till the ground ; yet there went up a mist from the 
earth, and watered the whole face of the ground.' 

7. A living soul.] The Greek version of the Old Testament called the 
Septuagint is here quoted in 1 Cor. xv. 45. The original is literally ' the 
breath of lives.' 

9. The tree of life.] Rev. xxii. 2. 

10. Four heads.] Or ' principal rivers/ 

12. Bdellium is probably 'pearl/ to the shining of which the grains of 
manna are compared. — Num. xi. 7. 

13. Cush is the proper word for • Ethiopia/ It is generally applied either 
to Arabia or to Ethiopia, which is in Africa. In this passage, and usually in 
Genesis, the Asiatic Cush is intended. 

1 7. Thou shalt surely die.] ' Dying, thou shalt die? the word being doubled 
according to the Hebrew idiom, implying the absolute certainty of the pun- 
ishment. 

24. This passage is quoted by our Lord, when He spoke of the original in- 
stitution of marriage. — Matt. xix. 5 ; Mark x. 7. St. Paul quotes it in Eph. . 
v. 31, and partially in 1 Cor. vi. 16. 

III. 1. Subtil.] 'Wily 'or 'cunning/ 

4. Ye shall not surely die.] The words in the original are doubled, ' dying, 
ye shall not die/ An emphasis should be laid on the word ' die/ to bring into 
prominence the idea that the threatened punishment was not likely to result 
from eating the fruit. 

5. As gods.] More probably, ' as God/ 

16. It is to be noticed that, ' though God punished Adam and Eve, He did 
not curse them, as He did the serpent' 

Thy desire shall be to thy husband.] That is, ' thy desire shall be subject to 
the will of thy husband/ 

7/. Hbe.] Chawah, or 'Life/ 
IV. 1. 1 have gotten a man from the Loai>."\ T\ia.\. \a, 4 l\\a** ta&tfttan. * 
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• 
man by the help of the Lord.' Some think the phrase means, ' I have begotten 

a man, even the Lord,' as if Eve supposed that her first-born was the seed 

•which had recently been promised. 

I, 2. Cain means ' possession,' and Abel * vanity/ 

3. In process of time is literally ' at the end of the days,' and means at the 
expiration of some fixed period, when the service mentioned was to be performed. 

The word for • offering ' is the one generally used for a bloodless oblation, 
in contradistinction from a bloody sacrifice. It is also used as an offering to man. ' , 

4. Heb. xi. 4. 

7. There is a great diversity of opinion regarding the proper rendering and 
meaning of this passage. Literally, the translation is, * If thou shalt do good, 
is there not acceptance or dignity for thee ? If thou shalt not do good, sin is 
lying at the door.' Perhaps the key to the interpretation will be found by 
enclosing the middle clause in a parenthesis, thus : — ; If thou doest well, shalt 
thou not enjoy the preeminence ? (but if thou doest not well, sin is lying at the 
door), and unto thee shall be his (Abel's) desire, and thou shalt rule over him.' 
The word translated * acceptance' means 'lifting up,' as of the head of a 
prostrate suppliant, and also ' dignity.' 

Lieth.] Crouches like a wild beast. 

8. Matt, xxiii. 35; Heb. xii. 24; 1 John iii. 12 ; Jude 11. 

II. Cursed from.] Driven out, as an accursed exile from. 

13. My punishment is greater than I can bear.] This sentence can also 
be rendered, ' My sin is too great to be forgiven.' The latter is the rendering 
of the Septuagint and other Versions ; but the translation of the Authorized 
Version seems to suit the context better. 

15. Set a mark upon.] Kather, ' appointed a sign unto.' 

2 1 . The harp and organ.] The ' lute ' and • pipe ' used here as general terms 
for all stringed and wind instruments. 

22. Brass.] Rather, 'copper.' 

23. 24. The speech of Lamech to his wives is a short piece of Hebrew 
verse, and is very difficult, owing to its extreme brevity. It is generally sup- 
posed to be a boastful song, in which Lamech assures his wives that, with the 
instruments invented by his son, he could kill anyone who might injure him. 
The words run thus : — 

Adah and Zillah, hear my voice ; 
Ye wives of Lamech, hearken to my speech : 
I have slain a man, because of my wound, 
Even a young man, because of my bruise. 
If Cain would be avenged seven-fold, 
Surely Lamech seventy and seven-fold. 

The race of Cain are not mentioned again. ' The history of it begins with a 
deed of murder, and ends with a song of murder.' 

26. Then began men to call on the name of the Lord.] The word ' men* 
is not in the original. This passage has been variously rendered by commen- 
tators ; but the most natural sense is that, on \\\&\>\x\ta. ^"^^^RSQav^^ff*^- 
tude for that mercy, began to call on the rame> oi \>cia "V^wa ^fcfia. tskssS&sk* 
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earnestness. The marginal reading, ' Then began (men) to call themselves by 
the name of the Lord,' also gives an excellent and probable meaning. 

V. 24: Enoch walked with God."] Denoting a holy and heavenly life, like 
Noah's, vi. 9. He also denounced sin, Jude 14, 15. 

For God took him.] Heb. xi. 5. 
29. The name Noah means ' Best/ 

VI. 3. The meaning seems to be that God's Spirit would not always 
contend in judgment with man, but would leave him to himself; for he also, 
though made in the image of God, is carnal, and should be punished ; but a 
respite of 120 years would be granted him for repentance. 

4. Giants.] Nephilim. ' A race of men mentioned only here and in Num. 
xiii. 33. The latter were men of gigantic stature, and had distinguished 
themselves as warriors ; and probably these resembled them in both particulars.' 
— Lee. Render * The Nephilim, or giants, were on the earth in those days.' 

9. Mat. xxiv. 37-39 ; Luke xvii. 26 ; 1 Pet. iii. 20 ; 2 Pet. ii. 5 ; iii. 5, 6. 

14. Ark.] The original word is used only here, and for the ark of 
bulrushes in which the infant Moses was preserved. 

Gopher -wood .] Most probably * cypress.' 
Booms.] Literally, * nests,' or * compartments.' 
Pitch.] Bitumen. 

15. Beckoning the cubit at 21 inches, the ark would be 525 feet in 
length, 87 feet 6 inches in breadth, and 52 feet 6 inches in height. 

16. Window.] Three words of very different meaning are rendered 

* window ' in the Authorized Version. The ' windows of heaven,' in vii. 1 1 ; 
the window of the ark, a small aperture, through which the dove was sent, 
vfti. 2 ; and the light for the ark mentioned here. The word here used 
means an opening or transparency to admit the light, which was to extend 
along the top of the ark and be a cubit in depth. * Clerestory' seems an 

' appropriate word for it. 

VII. 2. By sevens.] We must suppose these to have been seven pairs, 
or they could not have gone in male and female. 

11. Windows of heaven.] * Flood-gates.' The original word is derived 
from a root meaning * weaving' or * plaiting,' and comes to mean 'a window,' 
from the lattice-work with which windows were formerly covered. 

VIII. 3. Continually.] Literally, ' in going and returning.' 

4. Ararat] *The name, in its Biblical sense, may be most correctly 
considered as descriptive generally of the Armenian highland, the lofty 
plateau which overlooks the plain of the Araxes on the north, and of 
Mesopotamia on the south.' — Smith's Dictionary of the Bible. 

6. Window.] Or, * opening.' Quite a different word from that translated 

* window' in vi. 16. 

11. Olive leaf.] The olive tree grows on the plains of Armenia. 
Pluckt off.] Rather, * fresh-sprouting.' The leaf was fresh, so there had 
been time for tender shoots to be put forth. 

20. Altar.] This is the first place where an altar and a burnt-offering 

are mentioned. The word translated * altar' merely means *the place for 

slaying sacrifices.' These places were not necesB&x\Vj *&\ss&. Burat-offerwv^ 
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means simply that which rises or ascends, so called because these offerings 
went up to the Lord in fire. Every part except the skin was consumed. 

21. A sweet savour.] Or. 'a savour of rest and satisfaction.' Compare 
Eph. v. 2, where the Greek is the same as that of the Septuagint here. For 
may be translated though. 

IX. 5. Your blood of your lives means *your life blood.' 

13. I do set my bow.'] Or, * I have set my bow.' The rainbow was probably 
a familiar sight to the patriarch ; but it was now for the first time appointed 
to be ' the token of the covenant.' This phrase is also used of circumcision. 

20. Noah began to be an husbandman.] Or, 'a man of the ground.' It 
does not mean that Noah had not followed the occupation of a husbandman 
before. This sentence literally is, * And Noah, a man of the ground, began 
and planted.' 

26, 27. These verses contain not only a blessing on Noah's two dutiful 
sons, but a prediction of the future history of their posterity, and of the de- 
scendants of Ham. 'The prophecy embraces the following particulars: — 1. 
That the world should be divided among the descendants of Noah, but that 
Japheth should have the largest portion for his inheritance. 2. That the de- 
scendants of Shem should preserve the knowledge of the true God, and be 
specially chosen to be bis inheritance and his peculiar people. 3. That the 
descendants of Japheth should ultimately dwell in the tents of Shem, that is, 
should learn from the descendants of Shem the knowledge of the true God. 
4. That Canaan, and perhaps other Hamitic nations, should be depressed and 
reduced to a condition of servitude.' — Speaker's Commentary. A careful study 
of the history of the world will show how far these predictions have been 
fulfilled. 

He, that is, Japheth, shall dwell. 

X. 5. Isles.] This word denotes not only islands, but all countries to 
which the Jews could not go except by water. 

6. Mizraim is the word by which Egypt is designated in Scripture. 

8. Nimrod began to be a mighty one in the earth means that he was the 
first to be a mighty conqueror and to establish an empire. This greRt con- 
queror was also a great follower of the chase. The first scene of his sovereignty 
and greatness was Babel or Babylon, and he was the founder of Nineveh and 
other mighty cities. 

1 1. Out of that land went Asshur ought rather to be, ' From this land he 
went forth to Asshur or Assvria, and built Nineveh.' 

XI. 2. As thy (all mankind then in existence) journeytd from the east, 
ought to be eastward. 

3. Slime,] 'Bitumen;' Morter, 'cement' 

4. A tower whose top may reach unto heaven.] A common expression de- 
noting an exceedingly high tower, like that used in the description of the cities 
of Canaan, Deut. ix. 1. The city was intended as a centre of unity. 

9. Babel means ' Confusion.' 

31. Haran.] Called Charran in Acts vii. 2, 4. 

XII. 1. The Lord said unto Abram?^ T5ck * YvxAsaA; \^w»*^«* % ^^ 
pluperfect in Hebrew ; but the pluperfect awift* \* <s&tw&> >awa!0 ^^^^^

2. Thou shalt be a blessing.] Or, a cause of blessing to others besides 
thyself. 

3. Curse him that curseth thee."] Two different words are here translated 
* curse/ of which the former is the stronger. ' I will curse those that make 
light of thee.' See for the last clause of the verse, Acts iii. 25 and Gal. iii. 8. 

5. TJie souls they had gotten.] That is, ' their slaves or dependants.* 

6. Plain of Moreh.] ' The oak' or 'grove of oaks.' 
8. Removed.'] Literally, 'plucked up' his tent-pegs. 

15. Pharaoh was the general title of the monarchs of Egypt. ' Very recently 
M. de Rouge has shown that the hieroglyphic which is the regular title of the 
Egyptian kings, and which signifies "the great house * or "the double house," 
must be read Peraa or Perao.' — Speaker's Commentary. 

XIII. 1. Into the south.] Or, ' towards the Negeb,' ' the dry country,' which 
is the general name for the southern region of Palestine lying nearest Egypt. 

3. Journeys.] • Stations ' or ' marches.' 

1 0. Plain.] Literally, the ' circuit or circle ' of Jordan. The word used 
by the LXX. occurs in Matt. iii. 5, where it is rendered ' the region round 
about Jordan.' 

As thou comest wnto Zoar must be taken in connection with * the plain of 
Jordan, that it was well watered everywhere,' even to Zoar. As the garden of 
the Lord, or Eden, which was watered by four streams, and like Egypt, which 
was watered by the Nile. 

18. Plain.] Or, 'grove of oaks' or 'terebinths.' 

XIV. 1. Slimepits.] Pits of ' asphalt ' or ' bitumen.' 

14. Armed.] ' Led out ' his trained and instructed slaves. Born in his own 
house, in opposition to those acquired by purchase or otherwise from abroad. * 

18. MelchizedeJc means the 'king of righteousness,' and he is also called 
the ' king of Salem, which is king of peace.' See comments on this passage in 
Heb. vii. This royal and priestly personage, of whom so little is known, is 
mentioned only once more in the Bible, in Ps. ex. 4. 

Salem is generally supposed to mean Jerusalem, but this has not been 
satisfactorily proved. 

Priest] This is the first place where this word, which is always used for a 
' sacrificing priest,' occurs. 

19. Possessor of heaven and earth.] The idea of a ' possessor ' is intimately 
related to that of a ' disposer' or * maker,' which is the meaning assigned to it 
in the Sept. and the Vulgate. 

20. Tithes of all.] That is, ' of all the spoil.' 

22. / have lift up my hand.] That is, ' I swear.' 

23. That I will not take.] ' Literally, ' If I will take.' Some words are 
here omitted or understood — ' God do so to me and mom milt ift* being the 
»form of oath. ' - odtftttMft a ' ' ' 

XV. 1. Again, as after leaving his country atiftfl|^^^^^Hitt£ot|tbt 
Lord vouchsafed to renew His promise to Abr§jej|^^^^pV^^BKp for hif 
faithful and disinterested conduct. 

7%y exceeding great reward.] 
2. TAe steward of my 
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dering is * the son of the business of my house, or the heir of my house, he is 
Damascus Eliezer/ The phrase is obscure. Lee's explanation is the best. 
The word for ' son of the business/ means, probably, a trusty servant born in 
the house, and already adopted as a son ; a thing, even now, very common in 
the East. The latter part of the verse deserves notice — namely, he is Dem- 
mesek Eliezer : he is so named. Not * this Eliezer of Damascus/ He may 
have been the founder of Damascus, and have called the city after his own 
name. 

3. Onebornin my house.] A dependant, thoughan honouredand favoured one. 

5. Rom. iv. 18. 

6. This passage has been quoted three times in the New Testament — 
Bom. iv. 3 ; Gal. iii. 6 ; James ii. 23. 

11. The fowls.] The birds of prey. 

12. An horror of great darkness.] Literally, * a horror, a great darkness/ 

13. See Acts vii. 6. 

17. Furnace.] ' Oven/ Burning lamp, * a lamp ' or * flame of fire/ 

18. Made a covenant.] Literally, ' cut a covenant/ 

The river of Egypt.] That is, the Nile; not the Wady-El-Arisch, on the 
border of Palestine, which is called the * brook or stream of Egypt/ — Is. 
xxvii. 12. 

XVI. 1 1 . The name Ishmael means * God hears/ 

12. A wild man.] The original is, * a wild ass man/ describing the rov- 
ing and lawless disposition of himself and his descendants, the Arabs. 

In the presence of his brethren.] Kalisch and others .understand this as de- 
scribing 'the wide and almost indefinite extent of territories through which the 
Bedouins roam, so that they seem to be everywhere before the eyes of their 
brethren/ 

13. The meaning is * Thou art a God that seest all things ; and am I yet 
.living and seeing, after seeing God?' 

14. Beer-lahai-roi means ' the well of the life of seeing/ referring to 
Hagar's having lived after beholding God. 

XVII. 4. Of many nations.] * Of a multitude of nations/ 

5. Abram means « exalted father;' and Abraham, * father of a multitude/ 
— Eom. iv. 17. 

15. Saraiy * my princess ;' Sarah, * princess/ 

16. A mother is not in the original. It is simply, ' she shall become 

.nations/ 

19. Isaac means 'he laughs/ Only four persons are, in the Old Testa- 
ment, named before their birth — Ishmael and Isaac, Solomon and Josiah. 

XVIII. 2. Bowed himself towards the ground.] Being the ordinary Ori- 
ental salutation before a superior. 

8. My Lord is addressed to the most noble of the three. 
.4. Wash your feet.] An invariable piece of eastern courtesy, which is 
.absolutely necessary in a country where the feet are bare or only shod with 




81 Butter.] Rather, ' clotted cream/ 

10. According to the time of life^ 1 Yxu& \s. \*. ^AXmhKlV^- ^* 
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living time/ that is, at the set time next year, ' when the season revives and 
lives again/ or is 'in its present season.' — Rom. ix. 9. 

11. My Lord.] 1 Pet. iii. 6. 

14. I& "there anything too hard for the Loud ?] The Septnagint version of 
these words is used by Gabriel in his salutation to the Mother of our Lord. 

19. The right rendering of this verse is ' I have known or chosen him 
in order that he may command his children ; ' and the meaning would then be, 
* I have foreknown and chosen Abraham that he should be the depository of 
my truth, and should teach his children in the way of godliness, that so the 
promises made to him should be fulfilled in his seed.' — Speaker's Commentary. 

XIX. 1 . Two angels.'] Ought to be * The two angels.' 

The gate.] The usual place of resort in an Eastern city for business and 
pleasure. 

2. The street.] The broad, open space which is in most Oriental towns. — 
Deut. xiii. 16. 

6. Door.] Two words are here translated door. Lot went out of the 
door-way and shut the door after him. 

11. Blindness.] Rather, 'dim or defective sight/ otherwise the men 
would not have attempted to find the door. 

14. Sons in law which married his daughters.] Literally, ' the takers of 
his daughters/ who were probably betrothed, but not yet married. 

15. Morning.] ' The very early dawn.' 

19. Some evil.] Rather, ' the evil ' which was about to befall Sodom. 

22. *Zoar means ' little.' 

26. Looked back with eagerness and longing. Our Lord has referred to 
this as a warning example against indecision. 'Remember Lot's wife.' — 
Luke xvii. 32. 

This narrative is referred to in Luke xvii. 28, 29 ; 2 Pet: ii. 6-8 ; and 
Jude vii. in the New Testament, and in Deut. xxix. 23; Is. xiii. 19 ; Jer. 1. 
40 ; Ez. xvi. 49 ; Hos. xi. 8 ; Amos iv. 11 ; and Zeph. ii. 9 in the Old. 

XX. 7. Abraham is here called 'a prophet,' a word which is of frequent 
occurrence in Scripture. It is derived from a root signifying • to spring forth, 
to bubble up ' (Fiirst), and is generally used, like the Greek irpo^njs, of one 
who foretells future events ; but it has in this passage its original and general 
meaning of one who is favoured with the revelation and spirit of God, and 
who is consequently fitted to be the utterer or interpreter of his will (Bush). 

16. A thousand pieces of silver.] No word for ' pieces' is in the original. 
Perhaps ' shekels ' are meant, though at that early age no money had been 
coined ; and, if so, the sum given by Abimelech amounted to 130 J. The pieces 
of silver were weighed. 

He is to thee a covering of the eyes.] There is a great diversity of opinion 
regarding the meaning of this clause. The interpretation depends a great deal 
on the antecedent to which the pronoun is supposed to refer — to ' brother/ or 
to ' silver.' There is a play on the words Keseph, ' silver/ and Kesuth, 'cover- 
ing ; ' and it is probable that the pronoun refers to ' silver/ and that the 
meaning is * This is to thee an expiation, or a covering of the eyes, of all that 
has happened. 
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Thus she was reproved."] The diversity of opinion regarding this clause is 
even greater than regarding the preceding. Many think it means, ' Thus thou 
art righted ; ' but* on the whole, the correct rendering seems to be * Thus thou 
art reproved.' The rendering of the Authorized Version may also be correct, 
and the words be regarded as those of the historian, not of Abimelech ; but 
the connecting particle in the original seems to show that the word is part of 
Abimelech's speech. 

XXI. 6. Will laugh with me.] This is, *will rejoice with me/ not 
( laugh at me.' The same word is used in a bad sense in verse 9. Ishmael 
laughed derisively at or -mocked Isaac. With is the right rendering of the 
preposition here used. 

7. This verse is a fragment of a song, the words being poetical, and it 
has been compared by Bp. Wordsworth to the Magnificat. 

The whole narrative is referred to in Gal. iv. 22 and Heb. ad. 11. 

10. Gal. iv. 30. 

12. Rom. ix. 7 ; Heb. xi. 18. 

14. Bottle.] A bottle made of skin, such as is used in the East. 

7he child.] The word means *a youth.' It is applied in xlii. 22 to 
Joseph, referring to the time when he was seventeen. The skin of water was 
placed on Hagar's shoulder, not the boy. 

15. Cast.] The word means 'to throw down gently,' as well as 'to throw 
down.' Ishmael might have been leaning languidly on his mother's arm, 
exhausted with thirst, and she laid him under the shade of a tree. 

18. Hold him in thine hand.] Literally, ■ strengthen thy hand upon him/ 
' From this/ says Jerome, ' it is plain that the boy whom she held in her hand 
had been her companion on the journey, not a burden on her shoulder.' 

23. That thou wilt not deal falsely with me.] Literally, ' If thou shalt lie 
unto me'- — the form of an oath. 

31. Beer-sheba.] * The well of the oath/ or 'of the seven,* the words 
being similar. 

33. A grove.] * A tamarisk tree.' 1 Sam. xxii. 6 ; xxxi. 13. 

XXII. 1. Tempt] 'Try' or 'prove.' 

8. A lamb.] Bather, ' the lamb.' 
.9. Heb. xi. 17; James ii. 21. 

12. Withheld.] St. Paul, in Bom. viii. 32, uses the same word as the LXX. 
employ here. 

14. In the mount of the Lubd it shall be seen.] Or, ' it shall be provided,' or 
' the Lobd will see or provide.' The weight of authority is in favour of the 
rendering of the Authorized Version. 

15. By myself have I sworn.] Heb. vi. 13. 
18. Acts iii. 25 ; Gal. iii. 16. 

23. Bebekah.] This short genealogy is inserted for the purpose of men- 
tioning the parentage of Isaac's future wife. 

XXIH. 4. Heb. xi. 13. 

6. Mighty prince.] Or, ' a prince of God.' ' When the Scripture would 
magnify anything, it joins it to the name of God.' — Kunshu 

9. Js much money as it is worthy lAtanft? , v tot i\£k x&wws*; ** v **. 
the full price,* — 1 Chron. xxi. 22. 
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15. Shekels,] 'Shekel' means 'weight/ and was probably a lump of 
.silver, with perhaps the weight marked on it. Each shekel was probably 
about half an ounce. The phrase ' current with the merchant ' implies that 
these weights were certified as correct by some mark. Reckoning the shekel 
as half an ounce, or a little less in value than half-a-crown, the price paid for 
the field was about 52/. 

17. The minute specification of the field leads us to believe that this is 
a copy of a written legal document. 

The cave of Machpelah is now jealously guarded by the Mahomedans, who 
have one of their most sacred mosques erected over the spot. See the very 
interesting account of the Prince of Wales's visit there in Dean Stanley's 
• Sermons in the East* 

XXIV. 2. Eldest servant.] Literally, ' to his servant, the elder of his 
house.' Generally supposed to be Eliezer Dammesek. 

10. Mesopotamia.'] ' Aram-naharaim ' or 'Aram of the two rivers,' 
namely, the Euphrates and the Tigris. 

22. Earring.] More correctly a ' nose-ring,' such as women in the East wear 
to this day. The weight specified is a bekah, or quarter of an ounce. Bekah 
means ' half,' and is the name of a weight. It is half of the common shekel. 

28. Her mother's house.] It is generally supposed that her father Bethuel 
was alive, though kept in the background by the energetic character of his 
son Laban ; but the Bethuel mentioned in verse 50 may be Laban's brother. 
Josephus speaks of the father as dead. 

32. He ungirded.] That 4s, ' Laban ungirded ' or ' opened ' the camels' 
packsaddles. 

53. Jewels of silver.] Literally, * vessels of silver.' 

63. To meditate.] The word is derived from a root meaning ' to put forth 
buds,' or figuratively, ' to put forth thoughts,' and denotes quiet meditation and 
prayer. A variety of meanings have been assigned to it. Fiirst thinks it 
should be ' to mourn undisturbed for the death of his mother.' 

67. He loved her.] As Abraham loved Sarah, and Jacob Rachel. A touching 
example of true conjugal affection. 

Comforted after his mother's death.] No word for death is in the original. 
It would be better omitted. * It seems as if the Holy Spirit would not conclude 
this beautiful and joyous narrative with a word of sorrow.'— ^p. Wordsworth. 

XXV. 20. Syrian.] ' The Aramaean ' of Padan-aram, or the plain of Aram. 
21. Intrcated the Lord for his wife.] Literally, 'before her' or 'in her 

presence ; ' that is, united with her in joint supplication. 

23. This response is in a poetical form, thus : 

Two nations are in thy womb, 

And two people shall be separated from thy bowels : 

And nation shall be stronger than nation ; 

And the elder shall serve the younger. 

See Mai. i. 2, 3 ; Rom. ix. 10-13. 

24. When her days, $c] Almost the exact words of the Septuagint are 
used inpthe account of our Saviour's birth. — Luke ii. 6. 
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27. A plain man.] A simple, blameless man, unacquainted with arts and 
rough sport, like Esau. A similar word translated ' perfect ' is applied to godly 
Noah, vi. 9. 

' Dwelling in tents means ' staying at home ' steadily and quietly. Tents 
constituted the patriarchs' home. 

30. That same red pottage.'] Literally, * Let me devour that red, that red/ 
The pottage was probably made of red lentiles, which make a very savoury dish . 
From this eagerness for the ' red dish/ so openly and energetically expressed, 
Esau was called Edom or Eed. 

34. Heb. xii. 16. 

XXVI. 5. Kept my charge.] Literally, * Kept my keeping/ or ordinances, 
a general term for whatever God ordains for man's observance. Then follow 
the various parts of these ordinances, which are enumerated in Deut xi. 1. 
4 Commandments ' mean the moral precepts of God ; * statutes/ the ceremonial 
observances ; and ' laws/ the authoritative instructions relative to the doctrines 
and duties of religion. The law is the entire code of authoritative commands 
laid down by God. 

17. VaUey.] Or, ' wady/ which means the bed of a mountain torrent or 
the stream itself. 

33. * The whole series of events recalls to Isaac's mind the original name, 
and that which gave rise to the name, and so he restores, not the well only, but 
the name also.' — Speaker's Commentary. 

35. Grief of mind.] Or, 4 bitterness of spirit/ 

XXVII. $.' Quiver.] A ' hanger ' or sword. 

28. Heb. xi. 20. 

36. Jacob means ' supplanter/ 

39. The blessing bestowed on Esau is intended to be a contrast to that 
bestowed on Jacob. In the text it appears almost exactly the same. It ap- 
pears better, therefore, to render the words as many eminent commentators 
have done : — 

Behold, far from the fatness of the earth shall be thy dwelling, 
And far from the dew of heaven from above, 
And by thy sword shalt thou live. 
Idumea is one of the most barren of lands. 

40. When thou shalt have the dominion.] Bather, ' When thou shalt revolt. ' 
The word means ' to rove about wildly and restlessly/ as an ox just freed from 
the yoke. 

XXVIII. 3.. Multitude.] 'An assembly' of people. The word used after- . 
wards for the * congregation ' or * church/ 

4. The land wherein thou art a stranger.] Literally, 'The land of thy • 
sojournings/ 

11. A certain place.] Or, the place which was afterwards so well known. 

12. Ladder.] Anything heaped or piled up, as steps, or even steep moun- 
tain crags piled up in the vision as ledges for angelic feet to climb. If a ladder 
only were meant, there would be no place for the head of it to rest upon. 

20. The whole passage should be read thusv— 'U. QiQ^Nr^\sto-^SDL^s«i 
and will keep me in the way that I go, wx& toXI %«* t&s> "VksA ^ «&» «s^ 
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raiment to put on, and if I come again to my father's house in peace, and if 
the Lokd will be my G-od, then shall this stone, which I have set up for a 
pillar, be the house of God, and of all that thou shalt give me, I will surely 
give the tenth unto thee.' 

XXIX. 1. Went on his journey.] Literally, * lifted up his feet.' 
People.] Literally, * children or sons of the east.' 

6. Is he well.] Literally, 'Is there peace to him ?' The usual Eastern 
salutation. 

17. Tender eyed.] * Weak or dull eyed.' 

27. FulJU her week.] That is, * Leah's week.' Confirm the marriage by 
celebrating the wedding feast for a week, after which Rachel also will be given 
to thee. A week of days, not a week of years. 

XXX. 11. A troop cometh.] Rather, « luck or good fortune comes,' or, ac- 
cording to the received text of the Hebrew, ' In luck ! or in good fortune.' Gad 
means ' good fortune ' or * success.' 

16. Happy am I.] Bather, * in my happiness.' Asher means • Happy.' 

27. / have learned by experience.] Rather, * I have learned by divin- 
ation.' The original word signifies * to augur by observing the appearance 
of snakes,' being derived from a root meaning ' to hiss like a serpent.' It is 
used also in xliv. 5. 

37- Green poplar.] Probably, ' the storax tree.' 
Hazel.] Probably, ' the almond tree.' 
Chesnut.] Probably, * the plane tree.' 

XXXI. 19. Images.] 'Teraphim,' or * household gods.' These were 
figures small enough to be concealed under the housings of a camel, but large 
enough to be mistaken for a man. — Sam. xix. 13. They were probably tutelary 
family deities, and were objects of worship in the household of Abraham's 
father. They were put away when Jacob purified his house, but the rever- 
ence for such images among his descendants must have been resumed, because 
they are mentioned in Joshua's dying exhortation, Josh. xxiv. 14, and were 
used in the time of the Judges. — Judges xvii. xviii. 

20. Stole away unawares.] Literally, * Stole the heart of Laban.' Tabret, 
or * timbrel,' a kind of tambourine. 

21. The river.] The ' Euphrates.' 

28. Sons.] That is, his grandsons, who are looked on by Orientals as 
their own sons. 

34. The cameVs furniture.] The original word means ' something blown 
out' or 'thick.' It was most probably the pack-saddle placed under the small 
portable chamber on which women rode on the backs of camels. This would 
make a suitable cushion for Eachel to repose on. 

42. The fear of Isaac] The God of Isaac, not mentioning the sacred 
name, because Isaac was still alive. The object of Isaac's reverential and 
and filial fear. 

XXXII. 2. Mahanaim means ' two camps.' The meaning of the names 
of places and persons should be kept in mind while reading Scripture, be- 
cause it gives a peculiar vividness to the subsequent history, and is a great 

assistance to the memory. 

JO. 7am not worthy < ,] Literally, c I am less tiioa aM ^s tosk»«£ 
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11. With the children.] Literally, ' Upon the children.* 
20. Will appease him, #c] ' Will coyer his face with the present, and 
.afterwards I will see his face; perhaps he will raise my face/ The word 
for 'present' is the same as is usually rendered ' an offering or meat-offering.' 

24. Hoe. xii. 4. 

25. The hollow of the thigh.] The hollow place or cup, like the palm of 
the hand, in which the thigh is inserted. 

28. Israel means ' the captain or prince of God,' and is derived from Sara, 
the word which gave meaning to the name Sarai. 

As a prince hast thou power.] This may be rendered also, ' Thou hast been 
a prince with God,' or ' Thou hast contended with God.' 

30. JPeniel means ' Face of God.' 

32. The sinew which shrank.] These words are used to express 'the 
sciatic nerve/ 

XXXTTT. 8. What meanest thou by all this drove 1] Literally, * What to 
thee is all this camp ?' 

10. / have seen thy face, $c] ' For I have seen thy face, like a vision of 
the face of God/ referring to the incident of the previous night, when an 
assurance was given him that Esau's anger would be propitiated. 

11. My blessing.] That is, the present which he had sent. 
/ have enough.] Literally, ' I have all/ 

14. According as the cattle, #c.~\ Literally, ' According to the foot of the 
work, and according to the foot of the children/ That is, according to the pace 
they were able to go without being hurried. The cattle are called * work,' as 
having been acquired by his toil and labour. 

17. Booths.] Or, sheds made of boughs for temporary shelter. Succoth 
means ' sheds/ 

18. To Shalem.] Bather, ' In peace/ 
Shechem.] Called Sychem in Acts vii. 16. 

19. An hundred pieces of money.] The original word means anything 
weighed, and is the name of a stamped piece of silver supposed to be equal to 
four shekels. Tradition says it was a coin stamped with the figure of a lamb, 
and the Ancient Versions render the word ( lambs/ 

XXXIV. 3. Spake kindly.] Or, ' spake to the heart/ 

7. Wrought folly in Israel.] These words are the comment of the historian. 

12. Dowry is the present given to the parents of the bride. 

30. Few in number.] Literally, ' people of number,' persons who could 
easily be counted. 

XXXV. 4. Earrings were frequently used as amulets or charms. 

16. A little way.] Literally, ' a little space of ground/ Generally sup- 
posed to be a mile. 

18. Benoni means * son of my sorrow;' and Benjamin, 'son of the right 
hand/ 

21. The tower of Edar means ' the tower of the flock/ — Micah iv. 8. 

XXXVI. 15. Dukes.] 'Chieftains,' 'emirs,' 'sheikhs/ The word is de- 
rived from a root meaning both ' to rule' and 4 to 'YMfansb! ^>&a ^»i«c«s^ca^ 
head of a tribe,

24. Found the mules.] The correct rendering is, * discovered the warm 
springs in the desert.' 

XXXVII. 3. A coat of many colours,"] The same expression is used for 
the robe of one of David's daughters. — 2 Sam. xiii. 18. It properly means ' a 
coat of pieces.' Either a robe made of variegated patches, or with sleeves 
extending over the hands, and reaching to the ground. Evidently it was a 
costly robe, and showed Jacob's fond love for Rachel's elder son* 

25. Spicery.] The gum of the storax tree* 
Balm.] Probably * gum mastich/ 
Myrrh.] Probably * ladanum.' 

35. The grave.] Rather, * the unseen world/ which in the New Testament 
is called Hades. 

36. Captain of the guard.] Or, ' chief of the executioners,' which was 
perhaps the title of the commander of the royal bodyguard. From xl. 4, he 
appears to have had the charge of the state prison. ' The keeper of the prison' 
was an inferior officer who had the actual care of the prisoners. 

XXXIX. 6. Goodly.] He is described in exactly the same words as his 
mother. — xxix. 17» 

20. Prison.] Literally, • a round-house.' As it is described in xli. 15 as- 
' a dungeon/ perhaps it was partly underground, with a round vault rising 
above the surface of the earth. 

XL. 2. Chief of the butlers.] Bather, 'chief of the cupbearers/ which, 
was an important office in an Eastern court. 

Chief of the bakers.] ' Head cook or confectioner.' As these were high, 
officers of state, Pharaoh may have suspected some political intrigue. 

16, Three white baskets.] Probably, ' three baskets of white bread/ 

17. Bakemeat.] Literally, 'food for Pharaoh, the work of a cook*' 
XLI. 1. The river, or the Nile, the river of Egypt, 

2. In a meadow.] An Egyptian word is here used, meaning ' reeds ' or 
♦rushes.' 

14. Shaved himself.] The ancient Egyptians, like the Hindus, used to 
shave close, whereas the Israelites and other nations let the beard grow, like 
the Mahomedans. These little details prove the reality of the narrative and 
the acquaintance of the writer with Egyptian customs. 

34. Take up a fifth part of the land.] Literally, 'Let him fifth the 
land/ that is, levy a tax of one-fifth of the produce to be paid in kind, which 
could be stored for future use in granaries. 

Officers.] ' Overseers/ or revenue officials. 

42. Fine linen.] Another Egyptian word is used. 

43. Bow the knee.] 'Abrech,' an Egyptian word, meaning * Rejoice!' 
which his attendants, as they preceded his chariot, shouted out with his titles. 

Zaphnath-paaneah.] Probably, 'food of life/ or 'of the living/ See 
Excursus on Egyptian Words in the Speaker's Commentary. 

45. Priest.] Or, 'prince/ 

XUI. 7. Spake roughly unto them.] Literally, * Spake hard things with 
them.* 

9. To see the nakedness of the lawl\ Tnat is, l to «gj oofe \\&-««&l «b& 
defenceless places,' 
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Tf 23. He spake, <Jc.] Literally, * An interpreter was between them.' 

25. Their sacks.] Bather, ' Their vessels.* The word used is different 
from that for 'sack 1 a few words further on, which is the same as our English 
word. 

27. Inn.] Bather, 'Lodging-place/ or 'camping ground 'for the night. 
There were no caravanserais even on the direct route to Palestine. 

36. Against me.] Bather, ' upon me.' ' These things press on me/ 

XTJTT. 11. Best fruits.] Literally, • Of the song of the land.' 'The 
pride of the land,' as Dean Alford renders it. ' What it was celebrated for.' 

Honey.] Perhaps this was not really honey, which is plentiful in Egypt, 
but the juice of grapes boiled down to a thick syrup. 

Nuts.] • Pistachio nuts.' 

18. Seek occasion against us]. Literally, 'Boll himself against us' to 
crush us. 

XLIV. 2. Cup.] ' Chalice,' or 'jug.' 

5. He divineth.] The original word is the same as that used in xxx. 27. 
' The ancient Egyptians practised a mode of divination from goblets. Small 
pieces of gold and silver, together with precious stones, marked with strange 
figures and signs, were thrown into the vessel, after which certain incantations, 
were pronounced, and the evil demon was invoked ; the latter was then sup- 
posed to give the answer, either by intelligible words, or by pointing to some 
of the characters on the precious stones.' — Kalisch. 

XLV. 2. Wept aloud.] Literally, ' Gave forth his voice in weeping.' 

6. Earing. ] That is, ' ploughing.' ' Ear ' is an old English word meaning 
' to plough.' 

7. To preserve you, §c] laterally, ' To make you a remnant in the 
earth, and to save your lives by a great deliverance.' 

24. See that ye fall not out.] Literally, ' Be not stirred' by any strong 
commotion of mind, so that some Versions have rendered the phrase ' Be not 
afraid.' They were warned not to accuse each other concerning the past. - 

27. Wagons.] Probably, two-wheeled carts drawn by a pair of bullocks. 

XL VI. 7. Daughters.] It is generally supposed that Jacob had more 
daughters than Dinah. 

27. Threescore and ten.] Sixty-six are named in the preceding verse, and 
to that number must be added Jacob himself, Joseph, and his two sons. The 
LXX. add five more, being Joseph's grandsons, and that number is mentioned 
by St. Stephen in his speech, which is recorded in Acts vii. 

XLVII. 8. How old art thou ?] * How many are the days of tho years of 
thy life ? ' 

9. Pilgrimage.] Jacob calls his life his ' sojournings.' 

12. Nourished.] .' Sustained.' 

According to their families.] Literally, * According to tho mouth of the 
little ones.' Either ' according to the number of their families, small as well 
as great,' or ' according to the manner of little children,' whose food is put into 
their mouths tenderly. 

20. Bought all the land for Pfcaraofc."\ &\ftfttt^a&T&, ^<srnx&& s^^Osax^ 
tenure of Egypt confirm this statement* T\i* fOT«ra!BtW\&. ^a&aTS*** «s*>- 
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fiidered the owner of the land, and the proprietors are merely his tenants, and 
give him a certain proportion of the produce, or pay a land tax as their share 
of the revenue. The result of Joseph's policy was that the land was restored 
to the people, who engaged to pay Pharaoh in future one-fifth of the produce. 
The priests only were exempted from this law, and during the famine a portion 
of food was freely given them by the king, so that they were under no necessity 
to sell their land. 

31. Bowed him8elfon the bed's head.'] There has been a curious diversity 
in the rendering of this passage. The Hebrew word means either ' a bed/ or * a 
staff/ according to the manner in which it is pointed. The Authorized Version 
has taken the former sense, and the LXX. have taken the latter ; and the 
writer of the Epistle to the Hebrews (xi. 21) has quoted the rendering of the 
Septuagint. In the Vulgate, or the old Latin version, the passage in the 
Hebrews is rendered * adored the top of his staff/ The former rendering is 
usually preferred. The word is repeated in the second verse of the next chapter, 
and the LXX. have there translated it ' bed/ 

XL VIII. 12. His knees.'] Joseph's sons had been standing or kneeling 
near Jacob's knees, from which position Joseph withdrew them, and prostrated 
himself, most probably with them, before his father. 

22. Moreover I have given, $c] Many consider that this is a prophetical 
intimation foretelling the future fortune of Joseph's descendants ; but it may 
be actually descriptive of what had taken place, though not related by the his- 
torian. Jacob bought a piece of land at Shechem, and we are informed in the 
Gospel of St. John that he gave it to Joseph — John iv. 5. Joseph was 
buried there. 

XLIX. 4. Unstable as water.] The original word is derived from a root 
meaning • to bubble over ' or * burst forth/ like boiling water. This epithet 
refers to Reuben's violence and licentiousness, not to his fickleness. 

Shalt not excel.] That is, 'thou shalt forfeit thy pre-eminence as the 
first-born/ 

5. Instruments of cruelty are in their habitations,] Rather, ' Their swords 
are weapons of cruelty/ 

6. Digged down a wall.] Rather, ' hamstrung an ox/ The same word 
stands for ' ox* and ' wall/ according to the vowel points used. 

9. An old lion.] Rather, ' a lioness/ Judah is compared first to a lion's 
whelp, then to a full-grown lion, and lastly to a lioness satiated with her 
prey. 

10. The sceptre shall not depart, $c] This is regarded by all commen- 
tators, Jewish as well as Christian, as a prediction of the Messiah. It means 
that the pre-eminence of tribal authority, by which the tribe of Judah was 
distinguished, shall not be taken from it, and that statesmen and lawgivers 
shall not be wanting in that tribe until the great personage called Shiloh— 
He whose right it is to reign — shall come, and that then the obedience of the 
nations shall be rendered to Him. The last clause should be thus translated. 
There has been much discussion as to the meaning of the word * Shiloh/ on 
which the interpretation of the passage almost entirely rests. The most 

general opinions are that it signifies • the peace-makst' at * ^*«t cfc. ^sms.*} «t 
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• Him whose right it is.' The latter rendering has the weight of evidence in 
its favour. See Lee's remarks in his Lexicon. 

12. His eyes shall be red with wine, $c] Or, « his eyes shall be redder 
than wine, and his teeth whiter than milk.' Metaphors referring to the 
exuberant fertility of Judah's lot. 

13. Haven.] « Shall dwell on the shore of the sea, and on the shore of 
ships/ indicating a maritime people. 

14. A strong ass couching down between two burdens.] Literally, « A strong- 
boned ass lying between two sheep-folds/ indicating a pastoral race. 

17. Adder.] A horned snake which lurks in the road and darts out at 
the passing animals. 

19. He shall overcome at the last] Kather, ' He shall pres» upon their 
heel/ 

21. A hind let loose.] Some think this should be ' a slender oak that 
presents beautiful boughs/ — Fiirst. But the rendering of the Authorized 
Version is generally preferred. 

22. A fruitful bough.] Bather, ' Joseph is the son of a fruitful tree, the* 
son of a fruitful tree by a well, as for the daughters, or branches, each one- 
runneth over the wall/ indicating the great fertility of his possessions. 

23. The archers]. Or, ' the masters of arrows/ 

26. The blessings of thy father, §c] This obscure passage has been* 
rendered by the LXX. and others thus : — * The blessings of thy father prevail 
over the blessings of the eternal mountains, even the glory of the everlasting 
hills/ 

L. 10. Beyond.] That is, to the west of Jordan. The locality is unknown*. 

Threshing floor.] This is a circular area on which oxen tread out the corn, 
with their feet by continually passing over it. 

21. Spake kindly to them.] ' Spake to their hearts/ 

23. Brought up.] Or, * born.' He adopted them as his own. 

25. God will surely visit you, and ye shall carry up my bones from hence.\ 
Even in the midst of all the splendour of his Egyptian home, Joseph, when 
he was dying, remembered with affection the country of his youth, the land of 
promise, and 'gave commandment concerning his bones/ Now 'they that 
say such things declare plainly that they seek a better country, that is, an. 
heavenly/ — Heb. xi. 14, 16.
